placed under stones and In bushes that 
it must be searched for to find it. Mr. 
Corby, aa Health Inspector, found It, 
too. Then twelve or more made a 
written complaint to Mr. Baxter as 
Health Inspector. He has also on his 
books quite a number of complaints 
from several persons. Mr. Corby has 
four complaints on his books from 
various persona since 1890, and yet Mr. 
Peele states to the Town Committee 
that I am the only one who has made 
any complaint. I positively deny that I 
ever tampered with the pipes, but I 
have been active in endeavoring to make 
our Health Board see that this was a 
pest-hole. 

‘ Drs. E. M. Ward and W. H. White 
have both, accompanied by the Health 
Inspector, examined it, and decided, that 
In Its then condition, it was unhealthy. 
The nuisance exlsta to-day, even worse 
than ever. Two of the Town Committee 
visited it after Mr. Peele’a statements 
to the Town Committee (a report of 
which was published last week) and caa 
testify that It was not a desirable 
adjunct to residences. Mr. Corby says 
be will be very glad to meet Mr. Peele 
at any time on this question. 

About two years ago Mr. Peele con¬ 
structed a large overflow cesspool, which 
filled up In about three days. Question: 
If the overflow fills In three days where 
does that empty itself? Mr. Gustav 
Bruett says that one of his cows nearly 
died from drinking what Mr. Peele calls 
"the pure water from these cesspools.
